'CHAPTER 177.

AN AC? to authorise certain towns to transfer moneys from the 
general fluid to the school fund.. 

Th• people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows. 

8scrioN 1. The boards of supervisors of those &Tau to 
towns which have not raised by order of the county :Z.1760,4„ pni 
boards of supervisors, a sum sufficient to entitle them to ""°°°"'" 
an apportionment of school moneys for the year 1865, 
are hereby authorised and directed to transfer from the 
general fund to the sehool fund of their respective towns, 
the amounts in which 'said towns are deficient; and up-
on the receipt by the state superintendent of public in-
struction, of the certificate of any town clerk that the 
requisite amount has been thus transferred, he shall ap-
portion to said towns the full sum of school moneys to 
which such towns would have been entitled, provided the 
county board of supervisors had levied upon such towns 
the amounts required by law. 

8scrtort 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
